THE OUTLAWING 
OF WAR 
May 22, 
Sir Austen Chamberlain's cor-| 
dial acceptance of Mr. Kellogg's 
proposals for the outlawing of 
war should certainly go some 
‘way to convert the ideal into the 
real. The fears at first express- 








ed that the American project 
would weaken or undermine the 
League of Nations or the Treaty 
of Locarno have been met by 
Mr. Kellogg’s disclaimer that 
there is no intention of prevent- 
ing signatories of these coven- 
ants from doing their duty by 
them. More important are 
those “certain regions in the 
world the welfare and integrity 
of which constitute a special 
and vital interest for British 
peace and safety.” It will be 
seen with relief that Sir Austen 
has reiterated the warning al- 
ready frequently given “that 
interference in these regions 
cannot be suffered” and that the 
new treaty can only be accept- 
ed “on the distinct understand- 
wz that it does not prejudice 
British freedom of action in this 
respect.” Here we come in con. 
flict with those peculiar _con- 
siderations which necessarily 
make Britain's path a difficult 
one in entering into internation- 
al agreements. This it was 
which caused the failure of the 
‘al disarmament conference 
at Geneva last year; and it lies 
fat the root of many’ suspicions, 
human at least if possibly un- 
just, that agreements proposed 
to Great Britain from abroad are 
rather meant to bind her than 
the other party. There is no 
Power in the world that has the 
same diversity of peculiar res- 
ponsibilities as Great Britain.

To yo back into the history 
of Mr. Kellogg's proposals, it 
may be recalled that, last June, 
France suggested that she and 





‘The fourth clause of the French 
proposals made it clear that the 
present treaty in no way nulli- 
fied the obligations consequent 
on previous treaties. Here, of 
course, France was thinking of 
her engagements with Poland 
and the Little Entenite, whose 
signatures she had plainly in- 
timated she considered neces- 
sary for the validity of the new 
pact. As regards the other 
Great Powers, Germany had 
accepted Mr. Kelloge’s scheme 
before Sir Austen Chamberlain 
‘gave his word. Italy, 50 far as 
we have been told, has said no- 
thing. Nor has Japan except 
for one or two of the usual 
platitudes from the Press. 

‘To the lay mind one or two 
difficulties immediately suggest 
themselves. In the first place 
what the German newspapers 
described as “the strong moral 
aspect of the clear American 
formula” does not eliminate the 
need for very careful considera 
tion of details. To take an 
‘analogy from law: many testa 
tors have tried to cut out the 
apparent jargon of legal 
phraseology in drawing up their 
wills, with, as the only result, 
infinite trouble and expense to 
the beneficiaries. The strong 
moral aspect would simply be 
a gift for any nation bent on 
mischief and anxious to drive 
‘a conch and four through the 
agreement. More than this, it 
is impossible not to suspect some 
connection in the mind of the 
State Department “between the 
proposed pact and naval dis- 
armament, Since the war, Bi 
ish supremacy at sea has held a 
very prominent place in the 
thoughts of American _politi- 
cians, with the alternatives be- 
fore ‘them either of getting 
Great Britain to cut down her 
Navy to the figure prescribed by 
Washington, or of building up 
the American flect above the 
British strength, If the Great 
Powers now sign an agreement 
to outlaw war, further disarma- 
ment follows as a corollary not 
easily to be escaped, No offence 
to the United States is intended, 
But when proposals to outlaw 
war are in the air, it is wise to 
Chink of all facts in relation to 
them and whither they are like- 
ly to lead us. And one salient 
fact is that Great Britain has 
disarmed since the war more 
than any other nation, serapping 
two-thirds of her navy and di 
banding her army even below its 
preawar level. A further fact 
is that the League of Nations 
was founded to do much that 
Mr, Kellogg's. new proposals 
envisage, with the added ad 
vantage of providing for an in- 
ternational police force against 
a Power that transgresses its 
agreements, Surely the most 
effective way for the United 
States to realize the ideals Mr. 
Kellogg has put forward would 
be to enter and become an active 
partner in the League, 





























THE SITUATION IN 
NORTH CHINA 
May 23, 

No one who hus the interests 
of China at heart can think of 
the present situation in tht 
north without misgiving. Opin- 
ions of Marshal Chang Tso-lin's 
offer of an armistice, whether 
it was a piece of real patriotism, 
or a mere device to save his own 
position, depend on personal 
taste. And that, also, will enter 
into one's judgment of the An- 
kuochun leaders’ reply, as pub- 
lished yesterday, to the Japanese 
memorandum, But it can hardly 
be denied that Peking has sct 
out the dangers for China of the 
whole position with impressive 
effect, “Even complete victory 
(for the South) would not 
mitigate the serious diplomatic 
issues which the country has to 
face,” say the Ankuochun lead- 
ers,” Very far from it, one 
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might add, remembering that 
Tapan" now occupies the whole 
of the Kiao-Tsi railway and will 
allow no troops to pass Tsinan 
by the main line until Nanking 
shall have submitted unquestion- 
ingly to her demands for satis- 
faction. The Japanese ‘“memo- 
randum, which threatened some- 
thing very like a protectorate 
ver Manchuria, is indeed 
‘raught with far-reaching con- 
sequences”. Marshal Chang’ 
retort to Mr. Yoshizawa that, 
Japan wants peace in  nort! 
China, she would do better to 
use her influence with the 
Southerners than try to _per- 
suade him to retire, is more 
than the rebuke which the Jap- 
anese suggestion invited. Plait 
ly it is also meant to call Nan- 
king’s attention to the réle of 
arbiter which Japan, if she so 
wishes, can assume. 

It is hardly going too far to 
y that Japan has laid herself 
‘open to the charge of seeking 
to play just that part. Action 
whick began in an excusable 
sense of the need to protect her 
nationals in Shantung has ex- 
tended over practically th 
whole fighting area of north 
China, Elaborate preparations 
have heen made for the defence 
both of the Japanese Concession 
in Tientsin and the Legation 
Quarter in Peking; pressure has 
‘been brought to bear upon Mar- 
shal Chang Tso-lin to flee ere 
it be too late; warnings have 
been addressed to both parties 
that Japan will not hesitate to 
take whatever steps she deemg 
necessary to protect her inter- 
ests, followed by a plain intima- 
tion that she will disarm Feng- 
tien soldiers who try to retreat 
into Manchuria in a demoralized 
condition; large numbers of 
Japanese residents have been 
evacuated to Japan. These 
facts rest on the evidence of 
Japanese correspondents, who, 
moreover, appear to be doing 
everything in their power to 
ereate an atmosphere unfavour- 
able to the Northern chances of 
success, disparaging their de- 
fences and anticipating tl 
defeat before the opposing ar- 
mies have even come into touch. 
In all this it is impossible not te 
wuspect a single connecting mo- 
tive. The only theory which 
appears to cover the facts is 
that Japan would like to get 
Marshal Chang back into Man- 
churia, so that she may offer to 
the Nationalists an open road 
to Peking as compensation for 
Tsinanfu. Meanwhile she as- 
aures to Marshal Chang undii 
turbed possogsion of his original 
domains in Manchuria; “and 
hhavinge thus deserved well of 
both parties she is. or might 
believe herself to be, in a pos 
tion to offer her services ax

‘The above, it need hardly be 








said, is purely hypothesis, ‘The 
weak points in attributing such 
intentions to Japan are obvious. 
‘The Chinese are not in a mood 
to accept mediation from any 
outside party, least of all, per- 
haps, from Japan and when 
offered through such a train of 
circumstances as we have de: 
cribed, But there are equally 
weak points in the Southerners’ 
position. Their best propagan- 
dists have signally failed to 
arouse public opinion abroad 
against Japan, even in America 
where they counted on certain 
support. They have not yet 
conquered Fengtien and it cer- 
tainly looks as if they were now 
to meet a very different kind of 
‘opposition in this quarter from 
anything they have yet known. 
Weakest point of all is their 
enforced, but we can hardly be- 
lieve willing, association with 
Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang, whose 
intimacy with Communists and 
Russian advisors is common 
Knowledge, and whose whole 
career, even including the pre- 
sent campaign, suggests that 
the only interests he considers 


























eze his own. It is quite possible 
that uncertainty as to Marshal 
Feng’s future doings and the 
Paramount necessity of not 
allowing north China to fall 
through him into Moscow's 
hands are the true motives for 
the strong line Japan is at pre- 
sent taking. Obviously, how- 
ever, she would prefer to leave 
him’ to be dealt with by his 
fellow-Chinese; and, as obvious- 
ly, they would better be able 
to deal with him in a time of 
peace than of war. Repeated 
pledges have been given by the 
Japanese Government that its 
troops shall be recalled from 
north China directly the situa- 
tion permits, and internal opin- 
ion in Japan is clearly most 
anxious that these pledges 
showld be honoured at the 
earliest possible moment. The 
offer of an armistice is still 
open. All cireumstances com- 
bine to make one wish that it 
might be reconsidered and ac- 
cepted. 











‘THE GERMAN ELECTIONS 
| Slay 2. 
A very important ‘point—per- 
haps the most important—to 
emphasize in connection with 
the German elections is the 
growing sanity of polities in 
that country. That is a good 
deal to say about any country in 
Europe in these days, but, 
coming after squabbles among 
the lesser nations, any one of 
which might have proved dan- 
serous to the peace of the world, 
it is all the more gratifying. 
What we find is a continued 
trend to the Left, and it is 
necessary to explain in the first 
place what this means. ‘The 
Right parties in Germany may 
be taken roughly as monarchic- 
ally inclined. In the Centre 
are the Catholics, and consider- 
ing that in religion Germany is 
about one-third Catholic, we ean 
well appreciate the possible 
effects of a sway in either direc- 
tion by this body. In the elec- 
tion just concluded, however, 
this party has not come into any 
particular prominence, and it is, 
the position of the parties on the 
Left that matters. In this direc- 
tion, next to the Centre, stands 
the ‘German People’s Party, of 
which the Foreign Minister, Dr. 
Stresemann, is a member, “and 
then leaving out other details we 
come to the Socialist Party and 
the Communists. In this clee- 
tion we have scen a gain by the 
Socialists, and, while in other 
countries that ‘very title for a 
party is sufficient to cause mis- 
iving, it is not so in Germany. 
‘The Socialist Party of Germany 
y be described as in a posi- 
tion, more or less, between the 
Liberal and Labour Parties of 
Britain, and there is this 
important fact, that it 
eschews Communism. ‘Thus 
while on the Left it is placed 
actually next to the Communists, 
a very wide gap exists between 
the creeds of the two. We shall 
probably not be very far wrong 
if we say that the Liberal ele- 
ments of the electorate have 
secured a majority. 


Now as to the position of Dr. 
Stresemann, who has been the 
central figure in the election. 
He has been Germany's Foreign 
Minister for the past few years, 
and has the Locarno Agreement, 
an immense reputation for hon- 
esty, and other things to his 
credit, and it was practically 
is policy that was being fought 
over in this election. We sce 
that the majority of his country- 
men agree with him, yet during 
these past days there have been 
telegrams showing that in con- 
testing a seat in southern 
Bavaria he has been unsuccess- 
ful, and that he only goes to the 
Reichstag by virtue of what may 
be described as a system of pro- 
portional voting. The latest 
German papers to hand do not 
help us to explain this state of 

































affairs; in fact they express sur- 
prise that Dr. Stresemann should 
have vacated his seat in Berlin 
to contest a doubtful con- 
stituency in Bavaria. Probably 
party political considerations 
urged him to such a course, but 
the lukewarmness of his recep- 
tion in Bavaria has been apt to 
create a considerable misunder- 
standing among outside ob- 
servers, suggesting even the 
feeling that his policy of con- 
ciliation in foreign politics 
not backed by the country. Thi 
is certainly not the case, and it 
is with satisfaction that one 
notices that the French Press 
see in the return of the elements 
we have mentioned a continu- 
ance of the sane steps which 
have characterized Dr. Strese- 
mann’s work in the past. 

It is above all important to 
keep in mind that Dr, Strese- 
mann’s policy is one of obtain- 
ing the best possible results for 
his country through the medium 
of negotiation and honesty. His 
creed has been summarized in 
the words that he will pay as 
much on Germany's behalf as 
he can and at the same time 
get as much as can be got. And 
realizing this we may be certa 
that during his further tenure 
of office we shall have negotia- 
tions re-opened for a revision of 
the Dawes Plan, which is one of 
the matters in which he is most 
keenly interested. Under it Ger- 
many pays two and a half milli- 
ards of marks every year—cal 
culated to amount to four 
pounds sterling per second—and 
Dr. Stresemann’s complaint 
that there is no term to this 
system of payment, that, in fact, 
Germany does not know when it 
is supposed to stop. One may 
well appreciate Dr. Stresemann’s 
anxiety over a situation such as 
this—the strain imposed on a 
people by never knowing when 
they will be free of debt, if ever, 
and the incentive to the wilder 
of the chauvinists to create 
international friction. He wants 
a definite sum to be fixed by 
negotiation, and there is no 
doubt that he will endeavour to 
keep it down to the smallest 
possible limit. He can scarcely 
be blamed for that, and there 
‘can be little doubt that in the 
interests of peace it would be a 
sound policy to get something 
tangible done about clearing 
war debts out of the sphere of 
every-day politics, The other 
main point which Dr. Strese- 
mann is certain to hammer at is 
the occupation of the Rhine, and 
he will not be satisfied until that 
has been ended. This is, really 
‘a question between France and 
Germany alone. But the great 
advantage to Europe in having 
a German Foreign Minister of 
the type of Herr Stresemann is 
this, that, while he is in no sense 
prepared to allow any of these 
questions to rest, he approacl 
them in a spirit which is likely 
to catise the least friction be- 
tween nations. 


























THE GASOLINE WAR 


May 25, 
‘There have been many wars 
in the Shanghai area in recent 
years, but none in which the 
ordinary resident feels so per- 
sonal an interest ‘as in that 
which now rages over the price 
of gasoline. For some time past 
it must have been apparent to 
many motorists that the oil com- 
panies were being subjected to 
some kind of pressure. Succes- 
sive reductions in prices have 
been allowed for which there 
appeared no particular reason, 
‘and certainly no precedent. But 
the final announcement came as 
a bolt from the blue, first grade 
gasoline from Messrs. Honigs- 
berg at sixty-three cents and two 
different grades from the com- 
panies at sixty-four and sixty- 
nine. Was it only a coincidence 
‘that these announcements ap- 














peared all on the same day? In- 





ifs | happen, we are sure that Shang 


scrutable are the secrets of 
‘business men. But the public 
may be content with the result 
without asking further ques- 
tions. 

‘The price of gasoline has 
an importance for motorists out 
of proportion to the actial 
figure. Almost the.first question 
that the owner of a new car Is 
asked by his friends is, “What 
mileage do you get?” The ans- 
wer is a big factor in the 
choice of a car. One may go 
further and say that the run- 
ning costs are a prime consid- 
eration in“the buying of any 
car. Quite apart from the ques- 
tion of time saved, an element 
not to be overlooked, it ought 
‘on actual figures to be as cheap 
to run a motor-car in Shanghai 
as to travel by ricsha, We are 
‘thinking, of course, of the man 
who takes the small necessary’ 
amount of trouble to look after 
his car personally, instead of 
delivering. himself’ bound into 
the hands of the chauffeur, But 
with gasoline at eighty-five or 
ninety cents the gallon, the 
matter assumes a different com- 
plexion. We are all entitled to 
Il what we have for as much 
as we can get. But the fact 
that the oil companies have 
brought down their prices from 
‘the $1.10 per gallon at which 
gasoline stood about a year ago, 
through successive stages, to the 
present sixty-nine, indicates that 
this field must ‘have been a 
veritable gold mine to them dur- 
ing all the years of their un- 
challenged monopoly. 

‘There can be no question, we 
think, on which side public 
sympathy will be in the fight. 
The sun has shone upon the 
‘companies for a very long time 
and they have made a great deal 
of hay. Now Messrs. Honigsberg 
have had the courage and initia- 
tive to try to “break their 
supremacy and the public have 
every cause to be grateful to 
ithe former. It is not only that 
Messrs. Honigsberg are selling 
first grade gasoline cheaper than 
tha A.P.C. and ‘Standard Oil: 
they have compelled the com- 
panies to lower their charges, 
thing which no one else 
succeeded in doing, although 
the Automobile Club tried hard. 
This fact has to be remembered 
as the fight goes on. Obviously 
the oil companies will not sur- 
render their monopoly without 
fa struggle, They are big people 
to fight. ‘They have unlimited 
capital, huge organization and 
the great economic advantage of 
bringing their gasoline here in 
tank-steamers while Messrs. 
Honigsberg have to use the more 
costly and cumbersome method 
of drums, The companies may 
yet put down their prices to a 
point at which their tiny though 
courageous ‘opponent cannot 
sell without loss. If that should 










































hai motorists will remember the 
firm that succeeded in breaking 
the monopoly prices and will 
sce that they are not left with 
a cargo of unsaleable gasoline 
on their hands for the sake of 
a few cents. 





CHINA'S FALSE FRIENDS 


May 25. 

China has undoubtedly often 
suffered more from her so-called 
friends than from those whom 
the Chinese like to regard as 
biased critics. Particularly 
have foreigners who become 
China's advocates done irrepar- 
able mischief in the untruths 
they have told and in the ex- 
cesses to which they have gone. 
But none has been as stupii 
and as mischievous as Mr. 
Leighton Stuart, President of 
Yenching University in Peking, 
who in an address in Philadel- 
phia sought to achieve the re- 
vision of treaties and succeeded 
in damaging the reputation of 
China as much, if not more sv, 
than could have been done by 














the worst enemy of the Chines 
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people, According to the 
adelphia Inquirer” of Api 
Mr. Leighton Stuart in ani ad- 
dress at a dinner at the Bel- 
levue-Stratford Hotel said: 
“Stirred by the radical toach- 
ings of Soviet propagandists 
‘and militarists of the Nationalist 
Loft-Wing, who are charging the 
United States and Great Britain 
th, the Chinese people 
are threatening at any moment 
to turn upon American and 
British residents precipitating a 
bloody and ruthless massacre.” 
“It may be to-morrow, it may 
not be for a year,” said Dr. 
Stuart, following ‘address, 
“put I'know from official Chinose 
sources that the spirit of reser 














‘ment is working beneath the 
surface.” 
“The single great force in 


China which none of the Govern 
ments seem to appreciate is Chi 
nese public 0 Tt is ex- 
tremely susceptible ‘to argument 
—particularly on behalf of native 
Chinese leaders, That is why the 
war-lord has and will continue to 
have a following. Oneo the con- 
fidence in America, that that 
opinion now imposes, is dissolved, 
there will be chaos, and American 
ives and American property will 
be destroyed.” 

Here we have the curious 
spectacle of the devil's disciple 
becoming confused by the noi 
ness of his own verbiage, It is, 
not for a moment conceivable 
that any Chinese officials told 
Mr. Stuart that they would 
murder all Americans in China 
unless the treaties were revised. 
It is not believable that any Chi- 
nese official even thought of 
such a thing, Mr. Stuart wants 
the treaties revised and having 
failed to carry conviction by 
his presentation of facts and 
arguments, he resorts to mali- 
cious threats, stooping to fright- 
en his countrymen into doing a. 
thing which they believe to be 
wrong. 

But the damage done hardly 
affects Mr, Stuart, He and his 
speech are probably alrendy.

Soldiers Pass On to the North 
and Bandits Killed

Frost Our Own Comesroxoest 
‘Tsingkiangpu, May 19. 


North Kiangsu, at least that por- 
tion comprising the several counties 
lying north of Tsingkiangpy, has 


not been as peaceful in years as it 
has 


been during the past month. 
peaceful condition may be ac- 
counted for by the fact that there are 
no soldiers in this territory at pre- 
‘sent—all having passed to the north, 
Also, many of the bandits who 
would otherwise have been left be- 
hind were enlisted for service at the 
front. The few hundred bandits 
who did not eare to enlist and who 
were planning to turn themselves: 
loose on the country-side, were 
rounded up and killed by the 37th 
Army on its way to the front. 
During a recent trip through this 
section the only place where there 
was any trouble was at Kao-liu a 
large market town about thirty 
miles north of Shuyang. Here it 
seems that a band of about two 
thousand robbers had dislodged the 
entire population and had 
taken up their abode within 
this walled town. They began to 
terrorize the whole country-side. Tt 
is reported that these bandits were 
recently “Ex-bandit” soldiers be- 
longing to the army of Chang! 
Chung-chang. In preparation for 
the advance of the Southern forces, 
they were supplied with artillery, 
arnis, and ammunition, but instead 
of fighting as was expected of ther 
they retired to safer quarters

Iw most rigidly. So this Spring it 
was a curprise to find such large 
areas covered with fields of bloom- 
ing poppies. Inquiries failed to re- 
veal the reason why' the people over: 
40 large an area should plant opium 
at the same time when the law had 
‘been repealed. Some report that 
it is a concession to the poor people| 
who have been taxed so heavily, and 
who have been robbed, and plunder 
ed, and whose homes have been 
burned over their heads. Ax, so 
far, no tax has been placed on the 
opium, this would seem to be a 
reasonable explanation. While it is 
quite evident that it is not only 
the poor who are raising opium, yet 
the rich have not been spared by the 
‘bandits. At one time this past 
winter the bandits made a round-up’ 
and brought in forty three Iandown- 
ers to hold for ransom and tied 
them up in one of the Mission 
chapels. 














In many sections, the country bas 
not been in such ‘bad condition in 
twenty years as it is today. Villuge| 
after village for miles, has been! 
‘burned to the ground, and the peo- 
ple robbed, burned, and tortured in 
every conceivable" way to extort 
money from them: The past year 
to them has been-one of terror. 
Some prosperous market towns have 
been burned and business is at a 
standstill. 


It is true that a small amount of 
famine relief has been given oat 
by the officials to the homeless and| 
penniless, yet the situation has not 
been touched.

bandit chief, and excerated for his 
bandity 

Some two years ago, when Kuei- 
chow was a prey to bandits and 
Tawlessness was rampant through 
‘out the provinee, General Chow was 
Urged to return and take control. 
His success at Chihshui was remem- 
ered, and he was asked to do for 
the provinces what he had previously 
done for that one distriet. He took 
tthe Herculean task in hand, and in 
is own way brought about a com 
plete change. Kueichow to-day’ has | 
emerged from a state of chaos to 
womething approaching order and 
peace.

eon withdrawn to Txingtao, 
this paper opines, instead of Jnpan- 
ese troops being sent inland to Ts! 
nan, the incident might not have 
occurred. 

“The Powers have realized,” it 
goes on to say “that armed inti- 
midation will not relieve the per- 
turbed situation in China and that, 
in the event of any armed demon: 
stration being unsuccessful, they 
‘would be playing into the hands of 
the Chinese, If our people had 
deen withdrawn from Tsinan, they 
might have lost their property, but 
would have saved their — lives. 
Property lost can be recovered by 
ronarations, but lives lost eannot be 
recovered. 

‘A Similiar Opinion 

The “Osaka Mainichi" (“Osaka 
Daily News”), the other big paper 
i@@@pan's commercial metropolis, 
AND roviewing the preliminaries to 
the ‘Tsinan outrages, when the 
Tupanese forces, on Southern pro- 
mises to maintain law and order, 
removed all defence works, says:— 

“We have consistently objected to 
the dispatch of our troops to Shan- 
tung, but now that shots have been 
exchanged, we shall desist from 
denouncing the authorities, Japan 
must seo that the Southern army 
agsumes responsibility for ite wild 
conduct and we think tt is silly to 
be concerned cver the feelings of 
‘the Chinese.”

Any one fond of the study of 
anomalies would have a lovely time 
of it in Tsingtao these days. Ask 
any old-timer what is the status of 
the port and he will answer:— 
“Who Knows?” Yet nobody seems 
to be losing any sleep about it. It 
is undoubtedly true that the North. 
ern government has been ” ousted 
and driven, if not out of the pro- 
Vinee, at least to its furthest edges, 
Yet its appointees, both civil and 
military, have continued calmly at 
theip posts.

Hongkong, May 18. 
‘The Japanese Consul-General at 
Hongkong has denied.that Japanese 
residents in Carton and other places 
in Kuangtung have fled: to this 
Colony for safety. He states that 
it is possible that some Japanese 
living in the native city of Canton 
have moved to Shamcen or moved 
down to Hongkong, but’ no official 
instructions have been issued to the 
community asking them to evacuate. 
The Consul-General further states 
that there is no necessity to issue 
evacuation instructions as the situa- 
tion in Canton remains quite peace- 
ful. He adds that that he has 
every confidence of the ability and 
intention of the present government 
in Canton to maintain order and to 
protect Japanese lives and property. 
‘Two Japanese cruisers H.LJ.M. 
Tdzumo and HALIM, Yakumo arrive 
ed here early this week. They are 
under the command of Vice 
Admiral Kobayashi. Among the 
father officers of the fleet ix P 
Takamatsu who is undergoi 
course of training as a 
lieutenant. The officers were en 
tertained by the Japanese commun- 
ity in Hongkong, Officially, itis stat 
ed that these cruisers are on their 
way to Manila, Singapore and other 
ports, but Chinese journalists insist’ 
that "they are coming to South 
China with a view to demonstrating 
the naval efficiency of Japan as a 
check to, any anti Japanese feeling. 


Merchants Feel the Pinch 


However, local merchants who 
have extensive trade connection 
with Japan begin to feel the pinch 
‘of the boycott. These shops make 
Iiuge reductione in their prices with 
the idea of clearing out all their 
stocks before the full foree of the 
Doyeutt comes into effect. Notwith- 
standing this reduction, «sales are 
rather poor. A shipment of sea- 
products wax sent up to Canton a 
few days ago but the consigmeo 
refused to take delivery, and the 
shipment was returned here. The 
Mongkong merchants suffer more 
than those in other places because 
all Japanese goods consigned to 
Various cities in South are re- 
shipped at Hongkong throwrh local 
agents or concerns, and because all

Spontaneous Opposition 
From these merchants, it is learn- 
‘ed that the boycott in Canton and 
other places is purely a voluntary, 
‘affair and is born of the resentment 
engendered by the news of Japanese 
atrocities in Tsinan. They point 
‘out that the Chinese people eather 
all their information from the 
vernacular press which gives only 
‘the Chinese version of the affair. 
They believe that av long as Japan- 
ese soldiers are in Shantung, the 
boycott in South China will’ con 
tinue to their detriment. 

One of these unfortunate bu: 
ness men informs your correspond~ 
ent that a. Jarge consignment, of. 
cotton yarn left Japan just before 
Tsinan incident occurred, and that 
‘a good part of the yarn is to be 
shipped to cotton mills in’ Canton. 
He says that neatly all cotton mills 
using Japanese yarns have suspend: 
‘ed business, and even the workers 
have voluntarily left their work. 
He sees no way to dispose of this 
‘Japanese cargo and expects to suf 
fer a loss ‘of at least several 
‘thousand dollars, 


Chu Chao-hsin Interviewed

A. desperate battle between the 
French polce and a hired assassin 
took place on Monday morning 
shortly before 9 o'clock in the 
Avenue Edward VII, near the 
Bund, when that busy thorough- 
fare ‘was filled with pedestrians 
‘and hurrying vehicles.

‘The criminal was captured alons- 
‘side the eurb in front of the Inter- 
savin Building, where several blows 
from the batons of F.P.Cs. Greli 
‘and Tartarinoff reduced him to sub- 
The remainder of the 
squad consisting of Chinese con- 
stables, 349, 236 and 111, and Ton- 
kinese ' constable 176 formed an 
escort to the Poste Nord in Avenue 
Edward VII, where the man con- 
fessed to having been hired to carry 
out the murder for whieh he was 
to have been paid $10. He gave 
his name as Zao Lin-ling. The 
Mauser pistol taken from him 
showed several empty cartridge 
compartments. He was put in gaol, 
and investigations regarding his 
accomplices begun by the police

Address by Prof. Robertson 
Before Rotary Club 


At Thursday's Rotary Club 
hold at the Astor House, Prof. 
Robertson gave an address on 
‘elevision”, a further and more 
detailed study of the subject than 
was possible at the previous lecture 
when he spoke on “A discussion on 
fic developments.” 
son said that no 
iscussion on “Television” was pos- 
ible without it being connected with 
-radio and the phonofilm, for the 
three were, it might be said, the 
same with but slight modifications. 
To deterniine and define any scene, 
thore were two things to be con- 
sidered. Every object that prosent- 
a itself to the eye was made up of 
Tight and shade in varying intensity, 
and these bars of light and shade 
held certain relative positions one 
to another. Those were the two 
problems that presented themselves 
in perfecting television

‘was a round tubs

has her history and her 
many citizens who dwell upon their 
memories of the past, but, like all 
other places in this world, she is 
being hurried along with the tide 
of modern thoughts. Her storie:

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{| MUCH LESS. CRIME 
i IN APRIL 


Monthly Figures Showing Ex- 
cellent Work by Police 


‘The police record, especially that 
of the C.LD., for the month of April, 
which -has been made available for 
to the public is phrticularly gratify- 
ing, showing that the actual amount 
‘of crime has decreased materially, 
a fact on which the Municipal Police 
have to be congratulated. In spite 
‘of the number of arrests —anions| 
alleged kidnappers during March, 
‘when the record was reached, April 
records show that 40 of this type of 
criminal were apprehended, as were 
88 persons charged with being armed 
xobbers. Recovery of stolen property 
figures were not so high. On the 
other hand less property was stolen. 

Reviewing the labour situation the| 
report indicates that only nine 
strikes and lock-outs affected Shang- 
hai and the surrounding areas—four 
in the Settlement, one in the French 
Concession, and ‘three in Chinese 
districts. ‘The silk filature strike, 
which affected 22,000 persons in all 
Shanghai, was of four hours. dura-| 
tion. The lock-out of 1,500 em- 
ployees from the Tobacco Products 
Corporation continued five days, 
atter which the workers  returned| 
‘unconditionally. 

During April cight murders were! 
recotded=four by armed robbers, 
including a Japanese victim who 
resisted their attack. Twelve 
attempted murders are under review, 
of which seven were perpetrated 
by armed robbers and two by gangs 
of loafers, Fourteen persons were 
charged in this category, inclu 
the robber who tried to shoot a 
Chinese constable on April 19, Two 
yobbers were shot by the police. 

Differing from March, when only 
fone suicide came to the attention of| 
the police, in April eight persons 
took their own lives—two British, 
three Japanese, one Russian, and 
two Chinese, An American sailor 
also shot himself in a lodging house 
‘on Range Road, but not fatally 




















Drop in Armed Robberies 


Five cases of armed kidnapping] 
wore listed officially. In this number] 
ie the cese of the Koreans in the 
Central district who rented the office 
noxt to thelr victim's office, ‘They 
were arrested after he escaped. The 
gon of a wealthy Chinese in Hong- 
Kow was kidnapped, but later releas- 
ced by the police.

‘The reduction in the number of 
armed robberies is cause for muck 
satisfaction, ‘There were only 90, 
an average of three per day. Dur- 
ing, April, 1927, 173 such cases came 
to official attention. More than 50 
Per cont, of these crimes were com- 
mitted Getween 6 p.m. and 10 p.m, 
‘There were 88 arrests, 

Two armed robbers, who were! 
nontenced to doath at the Provisional 
Court in January, appealed against 
the sentence. ‘The Appellate Court 
reduced their sentences to life im- 
prisonment and 15 years imprison- 
ment, respectively. Six armed rob- 
bers, wanted by the Chinese authori- 
tivs,' were handed over by order of 
the Court, 

Four hundred and cleven crimes of 
fraud, theft, embezzlement, snatch 
ing, cte., were reported , the total 
oss amounting to $198,087.93. This 
number, whieh includes 381 instances 
of larceny, is 150 less than during 
the corresponding peripd last year.

1,044 prisoners, and 
idontifiet 327—31 per cent. ‘OF this 
proportion, 27 per cent. had been 
released from yn under the 
usual sentence reduetion scheme, 
‘Tho department issued 306 photo- 
graphs, 34,190 leaflets, and 1,930 
“wanted” notices.

Murder and A ed Murder— 
Daring the month eight murders 
were committed in the Settlement. 
Brit details of these crimes are 88 

‘On April 2 a Chinese was shot 
dead by armed robbers in the Way- 
side district. On April 3 a Chinese 
female mill worker succumbed to 
wounds ‘received at the hands of| 
tunknown assassins. On April 6a 
apanese was fatally shot while re- 
sisting armed robbers. On April 10 
as the result of a faction fight one! 
ot the participants was. killed. 
Thirteen persons were arrested. On 
April 11a Chinese. shop assistant 
‘was fatally wounded by armed rob- 
bers “in the Louza district. On| 
April 12 the body of a Chinese doy 
minus both arms and lower portion 
of right leg was found on a piece 
of waste ground in the Wayside 
district, On April 16 foreign 
constable was murdered in an alley- 
way in the Hongkew district by 
unknown assassins. On April 28 a 
Chinese was shot dead in the Hong- 
ew district by armed robbers. 

In addition, the following two 
murders were recarded:— 

On April 11 a Chinese was fatal- 
ly shot on Tongshan Road Extension 
(0.0.L.). by armed "robbers. On 
Apri 18 a Chinese of the loafer type 
was shot dead off Singapore Road 
by unknown assassins. 

Robbers. were the miscreants in 
seven of twelve attempted murders 
recorded, faction fights, an attock on 
the police ‘by desperadoes and a 
domestic tragedy constituting the 
remaining eases, 

Of fourteen persons arrested dur- 
ing the month’ for murder and at- 
tempted murder, eight were charg- 
ed with being members of an as- 
sassination gang; two with being 
concerned in a murder in the Gordon 
Rond district on February 21; two 
in connexion with the murder of « 
female worker in the Yangtszepo0 
district on April 3; one ‘with a 
tempted murder on’ April 19 of 
Chinese Constable and one a female, 
who attempted to kill her husband 
with @ chopper. In addition, one 
man, after attempting to murder 
two Chinese Constables, was. shot 
dead while resisting arrest. Of the 
fourteen persons arrested two were 
sentenced to imprisonment, one died 
of wounds, one as the result of i 
Juries which were self-infticted and 
the remainder are under remani. 

Of thirty-one persons on remand 
at the end of March, 1023, six were 
handed over to the’ Defence Com- 
miasioner at Lunyhwa for trial by 
1 Special Criminal Court, 2 persons 
wanted for murder committed in 
territory under Chinese jurisdic- 
tlon were handed over to the Au- 
thorities concerned and one was 
sentenced -by the Provisional Court 
toa term of imprisonment. Twen- 
ty-two persons are atill under re- 
mand. A Chinese detained as a 
material witness in the case of the 
murder of mill employee on March 
22 was released on a personal bond, 
no evidence being found to connect 
hhim with the crime. 

Cutting and Wourding—One re- 
port under thix heading was recel 
ed, namely, that of a Chinese. of 
the Toafer class who was set upon 
hy a gang who chopped off both his 
hands. fis) suspected that the 
attack was the outcome of an 
altereation over an opium transac- 
tion.

‘The victim, a Chinese merchant, 
was carried off in his own motor 
car which, after proceeding a short 
distance caught fire and had to be 
abandoned. Taking advantage of 
this, the vietim pretended he was 
tunable to walk, whereupon the kid- 
nappers shot and wounded him and 
then decamped. 

In connexion with cases of armed 
abduction occurring prior to April 
1, three persons were rescued by the 
Police during the execution of raids 
‘on premises occupied by kidnappers. 
‘One of these was a schoolboy 
abducted from the Hongkew distriet 
ani the other two were the sons 
‘of a Chinese residing in the Louza 
district. The latter ease was not 
reported to the Police. Two per- 
‘ons abducted in March, one a cot 
ton broker and the other an account- 
fant, were released on payment of 
ransom. 

Forty persons, six of whom were 
in porsession of firearms, were 
arrested in connexion with’ armed 
Kidnapping cases. One was dis- 

issed and the remainder are under 
remand. 

(Of 106 persons on remand at the 
end of March charged with armed 
abjuction, eighteen were dealt, with 
‘as follows:—Six sentenced to death, 
ight dismissed and the charge 
inst four withdrawn.

So far there have been three’ 
deaths and 32 persons have been 
taken to hospital as the result of

‘The True Internationalism 

Now this does not involve any 
repudiation of what may be called 
fan international mind, the impor- 
tance of which, in an ever-shyinking, 
world, cannot be: exaggerated; for 
all sorts of people have, somehow 
‘or other, gp to live together in the 
same world. We believe in the 
brotherhood of man and we regard 
the Church of which we are mem- 
bers as a part of the Holy Catholic 
Church which is confined to no ma 
tional frontiers. But how will a 
true internationalism be brought 
about? Will it be furthered by the 
renouncing of nationality or by its 
affirmation? 1s internationalism 
the negation of nationalism or its 
fulfilment? Internationalism depends 
upon nationalism, It is achieved 
when nations, each with its own dis- 

gift fully developed, co- 
operate with other nations similar- 
ly developed. The people that has 
not attained to full nationhood has 
nothing to bring to the family of 
Tn like manner the moa 
‘a mere internationalist has 
no contribution to make to. the 
whole brothethood. The kind of 
universal loyalty that is not based 
upon a local loyalty is empty, while 
that which is based upon a local dis 
loyalty is spurious. And so, in the 
interests of an ultimate, true and 
healthy internationalism, we ap 
prove of the fostering of national. 
ism. 

But in our service this morning 
it is not our purpose to preach to 
the converted by advocating love of 
country, but to think of the re- 
Tigious side of nationalism. Our 
friends of other countries will bear 
With us this morning while we think 
particularly of the British Empire 
and will probably agree with us 
when we say that the history of 

it Britain is bound up with the 
Christian religion.” You cannot 
separate the two. If you were to 
take out of our history everything: 
connected with Christianity you 
would have to tear it to pieces. It 
Js a thread that runs through the 
Whole of it. It is of ite very warp 
and woof. It has been — claimed 
that in the eighteenth century. the 
Wesleys did more to save the coun- 
try from revolution than all the 
statesmen and politicians; but that 
is only a more dramatic illustration 
of what has been constantly true— 
that ovr national character owes its 
inspiration to the Christian religion, 

‘The Divine Vocation 

Wo often speak of the anci 
Jewish people as a elect nation, 
@ people chosen to fulfil a special 
fanetion in the divine economy. The 








































































inspived writers of the Old Testa- 
ment insisted upon the divine 
vocation of Israel. They took the 


story of the nation—the story that 
contained the usual materials of the 
secular historian—and jeave 
spiritual interpretation to that 
story. They showed the spiritual 
significance of the events of every 
day. ‘There is,1 understand, to-day 
A movement known as the British- 
Israelite movement which secks to 
Prove that we are descended from 
the ten lost tribes of Israel and jroes 
on to suggest that all the prophecies 
relating to Israel are therefore 
transferable to us. I must confess 
the argument leaves me entirely 
cold. In any case, it is not neces- 
sary to be lineally descended from 
Israel in order to have a national 
vocation, For there is a sense in 
which every nation is a chosen 
nation, and a sense in which every 
People has its own peculiar voea~ 
tion. And what would you regard 
as ‘the special vocation of the 
British Empire? Shall we be con- 
sidered guilty of vain boasting if 
we say that we believe there hus 
been entrusted to us the moral 
leadership of the world. What a 
Bible could be written out of the 



































materials of British history if some, 
inspired writer were to arise who 





could give us the spiritual signif. 
canco of the events of our national 
history. 

Now I know you may charge me 
with exaggerating, you may point 
fut that there have always been 
large numbers of people who did 
not associate themselves with the 
Churches; and. that there has been 
in our day a. great breaking 
away from religious institations. 
That incidentally was also 
true of the ancient people 
of Israel. Even in the case .of 
‘the elect nation, it was the nation 
within the nation, that counted, Let 
us not be hypnotized by mere num- 
bers. David was once strongly re- 
primanded for numbering the peo- 
ple, perhaps that was because it 
fed’ toa reliance upon ‘qua 
whereas it is always. quality that 
counts, In every sphere of life 1! 
js the inner cirele that matters. 

















‘The Virtue of an Aristocracy 
Tt is no. reflection upon an 
aristocracy that it is select. That 
is in its very nature. It was true 
of the landed aristocracy who have 
such a part in our history. 
The very phrase “upper ten” sug- 
gests that nine-tenths of the people 
are not included. ‘The same is true 
of all aristocracies. 1 do not like 
the expression “aristocracy of 
wealth” as it combines ideas that 
may be alien to each other. But 
it is quite accurate to speak of an 
aristocracy of learning and an 
aristocracy of art, And these have 
all been comfined to the few. We 
do not suggest that religion is not 
intended to be a close preserve. The 
Gospel is universal in its appeal. 
But while many are called few are 
chosen and the influence of the 
finer souls is not invalidated be- 
cause the vulgar crowd does not 
contribute to it. It is the. choice 
few who have always counted. And 
if we were to re-examine our hi 
tory with that thought in mind we 
should discover that the men who 
have contributed most to our 
greatness have been men who were 
inspired by the religious spirit, 
Will the next generation be poor- 
er or richer for our having been 
here? Are we building up the 
moral and spiritual eapital of -our 
Country or living upon it? 
T pass the question on to you. Tt 
is that question that gives some 
thoughtful people genuine concern 
about the present day drift from 
the religious mooring of the past. 
May not this drift involve the be- 
trayal of our national trust? He 
is not a true patriot who is silent 
ngerous tendencies 
There was never a truer’ 
than the ancient prophet 
his patriotism ex- 
stern denunciation 
of the faults of his compatriots. 
For a prophet quietly to aequieses 
lous tendencies, is to aid and 
ket them and so to be false to 
his vocation. And his very love 
for his fellow countrymen adds 
foree to his denunciations for it is

‘The True Patriot 


The expression “my country right 
or wrong” is a parody on patriotism, 
‘The true patriot is a man who 
desires his country always to be 
right, who loves his land so much 
that it wounds him to see her wrong, 
and who dedicates all his powers 
to win her back to recitude and to 
the complete fulfilling of her true 
function in the family of nations. 
May we state the matter in two 
ways; the modern drift from 
religion including the secularizing, 
of Sunday is not Christian. Does 
that statement leave you cold? 
Welt then let us put it in another 
way: it is not British, Does not 
that touch you to the quick on 1 
day like this? ‘That was not the 
way we attained our greatness. It 
implies a sacrifice of our national 
vocation, We are not advocating 3 
return to a striet and rigid Sab- 
batarianiem, We are not admirers 
of a slavish conventionalism, and 
empty formalism or a rigid legalism.

writer on foreign affairs for the 

i, incidental- 
ly, a nephew of President Roosevelt, 
travelled through the East a few 
yenrs ago at a leisurely pace, but 
‘by no means vacationing; for he 
‘was the most diligent and persistent 
inquirer that has come” to this 
country within the reviewer's 
memory. The result is that while 
his book is not exclusively devoted 
to China and the problems which 
the state of China puts before the 
world, the generous portion of it 
whieh’ has (0 do with’ this country 
4s based upon facts and. realities, 
not hopes and fancies, and is there: 
fore worth reading. 

Mr. Roosevelt's book is dedicated 
to the memory of Admiral Mahan, 
now regarded as_an international 
authority on naval history; and, at 
frequent intervals in the course of 
his argument, the author takes 
pains to show how events have 
justified Admiral Mahan’s far- 
Seeing and hard-headed surveys of 
Pacific problems. Mr. _ Roosevelt 

_ naturally views the Pacific and the 
Jands on this side of it from 
America and writes to make Pacitie 
‘affairs and their growing impoxt- 
ance clar to his own countrymen. 
At the same time, the reviewer be- 
ever that he deals with British, 
Japanese and Dutch interests in the 
Pacific with a great deal more 
‘sympathy and understanding than 
49, common. to American writers 
‘upon Oriental affairs, and certaine 
Jy with more sympathy than the 
average non-American authority 
‘extends to the American outlook 
upon Eastern questions. 

Indeed, if the book has a purpose, 
it would appear to be that of break- 
ing down the conventional attitude

On Philippine Independence 

He does not believe that the 
Filipinos would be capable of keey- 
ing their independence if it were 
given them and strongly favours 
retention of the islands 
and sufficient control, over the ad- 

: the people 
respectable government and inter- 
national trade a chance to develop 
them. He is very sympathetic with 
common-sense Dutch methods in the 
East Indies and believes that
